The Stockton Mail declares 
that many families of that city 
are buying table delicacies di- 
rect’ from the producers and hav- 
ing the product sent them by 
means of the parcels post. Like- 
wise the farmer who’ wishes to 
dispose of his products may do 
80 ‘without having to visit neigh- 
boring cities. This may prove a 
tip to the householders of Rich- 
mond who can obtain all sorts 
of stuff from ranches in the in- 
terior in ‘this manner. 

The government wishes to en- 
courage the use of its mail facili- 
ties in this manner and to this 
end is issuing bulletins advising 
both farmer and consumer how 
they may do business that will 
be mutually profitable. Not only 
must the farmer have something 
additional to the usual price to 
compensate him for the extra 
work, container, and postage re- 
quired, says one of the bulletins, 
but the consumer must also have 
something to attract him to mar- 
keting by parcel post in determin- 
ing what the price is, both the 
farm price and retail price paid 
by consumer when he markets in 
the ordinary way should be taken 
into consideration. The consumer 
must receive either a better article 
at the usual retail price or an 
article of the grade usually pur- 
chased at some concession in 
price. 

‘*It is probable,’’ continues the 
writer, ‘‘that the point which 
will make the strongest appeal to 
the average consumer is that he 
ean secure by parcel post a fresh- 
er, brighter, more brighter, more 
attractive, and thus possibly a 
‘etter product than he can obtain 
otherwise. The average producer, 
as a rule, does not realize the 
importance of appearance as a 
factor in selling goods and fre- 
quently is careless and indiffer- 
ent in preparing produce for mar- 
ket. The consumer on the other 
hand, relies very largely upon 
appearance in selecting food sup- 
plies, and unattractive articles 
are passed by promptly.’’ 

While in large and up-to-date 
cities it will be impossible for 
the retailer of perishable food- 
stuffs to be eliminated by the 
parcel post; it: does no harm for 
producer and consumer to meet 
occasionally ; and not infrequently 
they can do business. The parcel 
post’ makes a mail acquaintance 
possible and it also places the re- 


render satisfactory service or quit 
business. .
